PROVIDING RECONSTRUCTION AID TO NVN. 

NYT'S MARKHAM CALLS ENCOUNTER OVER MIAS "HEATED, THEATRICAL, 
NOTES FORMER USMC COL MURTHA DID NOT ATTEND BECAUSE PEARED 
LINGERING HATRED EOR VIET COMMUNISTS MIGHT PLARE. WP'S 
MCCOMBS (ALSO IN GLOBE) DESCRIBES ENCOUNTER, NOTES THAT 
PLANT'S INSISTENT DEMANDS EOR INFO ON MIAS INTERRUPTED 
VC GENERAL IN 2ND MEETING, BRINGING IT TO "PREMATURE AND 
ACRIMINIOUS CLOSE." 

ISAACS (SUN) SEES MEETING ON MIAS VIVIDLY DISPLAYING GULF 
BETWEEN US POLITICIANS' CREED OP REASONABLE COMPROMISE 
AND VIET ATTITUDES SHAPED IN DECADES OP HARSH WAR. CODEL 
SOUGHT TO SET ASIDE MORE INTRACTABLE INSSUES AND HAVE 
DIALOG ON MIAS, BUT NVA AND VC REPUSED CONSIDER MIA 
QUESTION SEPARATE PROM REST. DESCRIBES BITTER EXCHANGES 
IN TWO MEETINGS, REVIEWS MIA DEADLOCK. 

SEN BARTLETT SAID BELIEVED GROUP WOULD RECOMMEND HAK 
BEGIN TALKS WITH NVN, CHINA, AND RUSSIA TO END CURRENT 
PIGHTING (WSJ) IN STATEMENT BEPORE CODEL DEPARTURE EOR 
WASHINGTON TO REPORT TO PRES AND CONGRESS (CHITRIB; AP, 

PHINQ). ISAACS QUOTES BARTLETT THAT CODEL PROBABLY 
WANTS SECSTATE TO NEGOTIATE MUTUAL REDUCTIONS OP ARMS 
SUPPLIES WITH RUSSIA AND CHINA, AND ENCOURAGE THEM TO 
USE INPLUENCE WITH N VIETS TO REDUCE WAR LEVEL. MARKHAM 
NOTES THAT CODEL CONTAINED 3 HAWKS, 1 DOVE AND 4 "SOMEWHERE 
BETWEEN," AND SEVERAL SAID GROUP HAD REACHED ROUGH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONSENSUS THAT IMPERATIVE EOR HAK TO INVOLVE US AGAIN 
IN SEARCH EOR NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENTS TO VN AND CAMBODIAN 
WARS. MCCOMBS REPORTS CODEL LEPT WITH CALL TO SECSTATE 
EOR MAJOR NEW DIPLOMATIC INITIATIVE. MCCOMBS SAYS CODEL 
MEMBERS MADE PEW STATEMENTS ON ARRIVAL, BUT SEEMED TO 
HAVE PORMED MANY OPINIONS AND SPENT MUCH TIME MAKING

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DISCLOSURE TO BARTLETT AND MCCLOSKEY OE EVIDENCE AGAINST 
18 JAILED JOURNALISTS SUGGESTED CLOSE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN 
US INTELL OEFICERS AND SVN NATL POLICE, AND "SEEMED 
CONSISTENT" WITH AMB MARTIN'S POLICY OE UNQUALIEIED 
SUPPORT FOR ALL THIEU'S ACTIONS. REPORTS SVN POLICE 
DENIED MCCLOSKEY STATEMENT THAT CODEL MEMBERS TALKED PRI- 
VATELY WITH ARRESTED REPORTERS. ABZUG AND MCCLOSKEY SAID 
ISSUE OE POLITICAL REPRESSION WILL WEIGH HEAVILY IN 
DECISIONS ON SUPPLEMENTAL. MARKHAM (NYT 3/1) QUOTES 
MCCLOSKEY THAT US EMBASSY POLICY APPEARS TO BE "TOTAL 

ACQUIESCENCE" IN GVN POLITICAL PRISONER ARREST.

THAT OE 32,000 PRISONERS, OVER HALE NOT YET JUDGED (AP, 

PHINQ). NYT'S MARKHAM REPORTS ABZUG, FRASER AND EENWICK 
VISITED BINH TUY PROV CAPITAL TO INTERVIEW IMPRISONED 
SAIGON STUDENT LEADER; ABZUG SAID PRISONER APPEARED IN

IN PROV INTERROGATION CENTERS. MCCOMBS QUOTES MCCLOSKEY'S 
OPINION SVN PRISONERS WHO NEVER TRIED "EIT THE PATTERN " OE

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12. CHINA 

TO SUN'S ED WU, IN HK, VICE PREMIER CHI TENG-HUEPS 
WEEKEND CONDEMNATION OF US AID AIRLIFTS TO GKR AS 
"ACT OF AGGRESSION" WAS REMINISCENT OF CHINA'S ROUTINE 
ANTI-US TIRADES DURING VN WAR. 

ACCORDING IOC'S STRAUSS, IN HK, TWO RECENT DEVELOPMENTS 
HAVE CHINA WATCHERS PERPLEXED, AS PRC HEADS INTO INTENSE 
STUDIES AND POSSIBLE STRUGGLES OF NEW MASS MOVEMENT. 
MORE CONFUSING, PERHAPS, IS POEM PRAISING CHOU APPEARING 
IN RECENT ENGLISH-LANGUAGE EDITION OF TA KUNG PAO, 

WRITTEN BY NZ COMMUNIST AND LONG-TIME PEKING RESIDENT. 
POEM NOTED THAT ALL LISTEN WHEN CHOU SPEAKS, "FOR HE 
HAD MUCH TO SAY ABOUT INTERNATIONALISM, THE LEADERSHIP 
OF CHAIRMAN MAO, AND OTHER THINGS PEOPLE WANT TO KNOW." 
STRAUSS SAYS RESONABLE INTERPRETATION MIGHT BE THAT 
CHOU IS BEING CONFIRMED AS NUMBER TWO. 

SECOND UNUSUAL LOOK INTO PRC, STRAUSS ADDS, IS PEKING 
RADIO BROADCAST, PRAISING "MAIN FORCE" (I.E., NON-LOCAL) 
ARMY SHANTUNG REGIMENT FOR GIVING POLITICAL SUPPORT TO 
COUNTY PARTY COMMITTEE IN CAMPAIGN AGAINST CONFUCIUS / 
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LIN PIAO, BY USING PHYSICAL FORCE "AGAINST CERTAIN 
POINTS OF VIEW WHICH DID NOT CONDITION THEMSELVES TO 
UNITY.- STRAUSS SAYS SUCH INCIDENTS NOT OFFICIALLY 
REPORTED SINCE GPCR, AND IF THEY DO OCCUR, PLA NOT 
SUPPOSED TO BE INVOLVED - TASK BELONGS TO PEOPLE'S 
MILITIA. 

CITING NEW CAMPAIGN IN CHINA DEVOTED TO STUDY OF 

PROLETARIAT DICTATORSHIP, STRAUSS FINDS IT DIVISIVE IN 
THAT PRC LEADERSHIP SEEMS DIRECTLY CHALLENGING INDUSTRIAL 
WORKERS WHO STRUCK LAST YEAR SEEKING HIGHER WAGES. 

WHILE MUCH CONFUSION ABOUT NEW MASS MOVEMENT, WHAT 
NOW APPEARS CLEAR IS THAT RECENT NPC IN ITSELF PRODUCED 
NO UNANIMITY; CURRENT CAMPAIGN WAS PART OF BARGAIN 
STRUCK BETWEEN FACTIONS. 

NCUSCT'S THEROUX, ADDRESSING RECENT LUNCHEON MEETING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF INTERNATIONAL EXECUTIVES ASSN, RECOMMENDED THAT 
"IF YOU HAVE ANY INTEREST IN DOING BUSINESS WITH 
CHINA, START NOW." POINTED OUT THAT MASSIVE 10-1 
EDGE OE EXPORTS OVER IMPORTS ENJOYED BY US IN TRADE 
WITH PRC OVER LAST TWO YEARS WILL BE REDUCED TO 
ABOUT 4-1 THIS YEAR. PREDICTED OVERALL TRADE VOLUME 
WILL BE DOWN FROM ABOUT 1 BILLION DOLS LAST YEAR TO 
ABOUT 700 MILLION IN 1975, REFLECTING REDUCTION MAINLY 
IN US WHEAT, CORN, SOYBEAN EXPORTS; POINTED OUT, 

HOWEVER, THAT ACTUALLY NON-AGRIC EXPORTS TO CHINA 
SHOULD INCREASE, REACHING AT 150 MILLION AND BALANCING 
ALMOST EQUALLY EXPECTED 150 MILLION OF US IMPORTS FROM 
CHINA. 

THEROUX WARNED THAT WHILE RECENTLY-ENACTED TRADE ACT 
OF 1974 PROVIDES FRAMEWORK FOR "LONG OVERDUE" MFN 
TARIFF TREATMENT ON CHINESE EXPORTS, OTHER PARTS OF 
NEW LAW (SUCH AS CONDITIONS ON TARIFF BENEFITS, ANTI- 
DUMPING PROVISIONS, QUANTITATIVE AND STRATEGIC EXPORT 
CONTROLS, AND NEW CONGRESSIONAL INVOLVEMENT IN UPSETTING 
FOREIGN CLAIMS AS IN RECENT CZECH CASE) COULD RAISE 
NEW AND POTENTIALLY TROUBLESOME FACTORS IN US-CHINA 
TRADE RELATIONS. (IOC). 

13. KOREA 

NYT'S HALLORAN IN SEOUL (MARCH 1) PERCEIVES SHIFT IN 
SK POLICY TO "CLOSEST POSSIBLE TIE" WITH US, AWAY FROM 
MORE INDEPENDENT POSITION TAKEN AFTER NIXON INITIATED 
DETENTE IN 1971 AS ROKG OFFICIALS BELIEVE DETENTE DYING 
UNDER THREAT OF ME WAR AND CONTINUED INDOCHINA FIGHTING, 
US SOVIET TRADE DISPUTES, COOLING IN US-PRC RELATIONS. 
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ALSO SEE ARCHITECT OE DETENTE - HAK - IN TROUBLE 
AT HOME, AND DISCERNS END OE NIXON DOCTRINE IN OPEN- 
ENDED COMMITMENT TO SK BY SECDEE AS ONE OF "SMALL NUMBER 
OE STRONGPOINTS" IN AREAS OE CRITICAL INTEREST TO US. 

CONCLUDES NATURE OE RELATIONSHIP MEANS SK ASKS EOR 
MORE THAN OFEERS US, BUT NOT ALL ONE-SIDED: ROK TROOPS 

EOUGHT IN SVN IN RETURN EOR PROMISE TO MODERNIZE FORCES, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND SK IS RESPECTABLE 1.7 BILLION DOLLAR MARKET FOR 
US GOODS, SOURCE OF 1.5 BILLION IN IMPORTS. OBSERVES 
RECENT GESTURES TOWARD DISSIDENTS BY PARK SEEM DESIGNED 
AS MUCH EOR US AS KOREAN CONSUMPTION. US OEEICIALS

14. INDOCHINA 

NYT LAMENTS THAT CAMBODIANS LONG TREATED AS PAWNS 
BY NVA, THEN BY US, SVN INVADERS. SHOW OF CONTINUED 
SUPPORT FOR LON NOL DUE FIRST TEST IN CONGRESS THIS 
WEEK; AID "WOULD BE GIVEN WILLINGLY" IF COULD BE 
SHOWN HELPFUL TO FURTHER POLITICAL COMPROMISE AND 
TRUCE - BUT EVIDENCE SUGGESTS OPPOSITE: MORE MIL AID 
WOULD ONLY EXTEND CAMBODIA'S MISERY "LITTLE WHILE 
LONGER" (USIA WIRELESS FILE 3/3). 

JOY GOULD BOYUM, IN WSJ FILM COLUMN, REVIEWS PROVOCATIVE 
MOVIE, "HEARTS AND MINDS," CALLS IT "DOCUMENT OF 
EXTRAORDINARY EMOTIONAL INTENSITY AND POWERFUL 
PERSUASIVENESS." FINDS IT NOT ESPECIALLY CONCERNED 
WITH PRO OR CON RATIONALE OF US LEADERS, ANY MORE THAN 
PROVING US GUILTY OF HAVING FOUGHT UNJUST WAR. 

INSTEAD SAYS IT EXPLORES AMERICAN CHARACTER, THAT MADE 
IT NECESSARY - AND SO EASY - FOR LEADERS TO LIE 
ABOUT WAR. OBSERVES FILM CONFRONTS RESISTANCE TO 
LESSONS OF VN WAR, AND POSES QUESTIONS THAT NATION'S 
PRIDE, INTEGRITY AND MORALITY DEMAND WE ANSWER. 

MCCARTNEY (PHINQ) REVIEWS SEQUENCE OF US INCURSION INTO 
CAMBODIA, SEES STORY OF THESE YEARS AS ONE OF MISPERCEP- 
TIONS, FALSE PREDICTIONS, AND UNACHIEVED PROMISES. OPINES 
US MUST FACE THAT IT BROUGHT WAR TO COUNTRY THAT HAD BERN 
AT PEACE. SUMMARIZES RECENT EVENTS, INCLUDING CONFUSION 
OVER INTERPRETATION OF LON NOL'S STATEMENT AS OFFER TO

BELIEVES REVISED ESTIMATE OF USE REDUCES URGENCY OF

IN AMMO USE IS TEMPORARY OR NOT CANNOT YET BE DETERMINED. 
QUOTES SIHANOUK THAT NVN HAS PROMISED MORE WEAPONS FOR

REPORTEDLY TOLD HAK IN NOV THAT LONGER US DELAYS WITH-

CONTEXT OF STATEMENT UNCLEAR, BUT ADMIN OEFICIALS HINTED

OF JUSTIFICATIONS FOR EXTRA AID; BUT BOTH DOD AND DOS 
CONCEDE UNREALISTIC SO LONG AS GKR "GOING DOWNHILL." 

JAY (SUN), IN CAMBODIA IN 1971, TELLS STORIES OF THOSE 
HEROIC DAYS BEFORE IT BECAME APPARENT CAMBODIA WAS 
NATION "WITHOUT A FUTURE." BELIEVES BEST POLICY TO 
FOLLOW NOW IS THAT OFFERED BY MANSEIELD - LET EVENTS 
TAKE THEIR COURSE. PREDICTS KHMERS WILL RECOVER EROM 
DEFEAT, BUT LIFE WILL NOT BE SAME AS IN COMFORTABLE OLD 
DAYS OF SIHANOUK'S "PRECARIOUS NEUTRALITY." 

KRAFT (GLOBE) SEES ADMIN STRATEGY AS TRYING TO LET 
CAMBODIA GO WITH BANG INSTEAD OF WHIMPER, BLAME

GIVEN CLEAR RESPONSIBILITY OE CAMBODIANS. INTERPRETS 
HAK REMARKS AS MEANING PROBLEM NOT TO SAVE CAMBODIA, 

BUT KEEPING UP AID TO SVN. SAYS AMB MARTIN HAS BEEN 
ARGUING INSIDE DOS TO LET CAMBODIA GO, BETTER TO MAINTAIN 
COMMITMENTS TO SVN. STATES US HAS OPTION - NOT COMMITMENT - 
TO RESUPPLY GVN, UNLESS PRES OR HAK MADE SECRET COMMITMENT 
TO GET SAIGON TO SIGN C-F. BELIEVES STRONG RESISTANCE
